OVER 400,000 MEN
ADED BY SOGET

(By Associated Press)

—New York, Oct. 18.—More than
400,000 sailors from practically every
corner of the world have been served
in =ome capacity during the eighty-
vight year of the American Seamen's
Friend Society, according to its an-
nual report just made public. The
largest part of the institution’s work
was done in the port of New York
bat affilinted organizations were ac-
tive in Gloucester, Mass., Norfolk
und Newport News, Va.,, New Or-
leans, Galveston, Rio de Janeiro and
Stockholm, Sweden.

The report of the society reveals
that war times have called for a con-
siderable increase in facilities of the
cociety., During the past year gifts,
including legacies, amounted to $82,-
611 which sum had to be widely di-
vided among the many departments
of the work.

During the vear 181000 seamen
were registered at the New York
headquarters of the society. More
than $25,000 was handled for these
pen, and 41,598 sailors were lodged
at the society’s home over night at
an average cost of thirty cents. Free
beds were provided for about two
thonsand men and free meals for
more than one thousand.

A novel feature of the society's
work is the furnishing of free loan
libraries to ships at sea, and during
the vear 176 new libraries were
sont out. This increases the total
number of libraries distributed by
the society to 27,413, which contain
641,000 volumes and have been ac-
ceszible to more than half a million.
